A. M..There Is further delay in the re¬

The situation at Port Arthur remains a

blank, though It Is felt ihat Important
developments may" be even now occurring
there. The movements In the north are
still of a tentative and preparatory char¬
acter on both sides, which have not yet
crystallised into a definite clash o.f forces
at any one point. A resumption of the
Japanese advance Is now expected to oc¬

cur any day. It is the third week, since-
the fighting at Llao Yang, and the Jap¬
anese have had time to transport rein¬
forcements from Yin Kow and bring up
sufficient men to the front to repiae«.
their losses, but It Is not improbable that
several days will Intervene before the
armies come to close quarlers. The in¬
terval is being devoted on both sides to
feeling out the strength and disposition
of the opposing forces.

PETER CROWNED KING
AMID ROAR OF QUNS

i ____________________

King Alexander's Murder at Least Outwardly
Forgotten During Brilliant Scene In

Servia Yesterday.No Hostile
Demonstration.

(By Associated Presi.)
BELGRADE. SERVIA, September 21..

Peter Karageorgevitch was crowned King
of Servia to-day. There were no hostile
demonstrations, and no attempt was made
to carry out the numerous threats against
the new King's Ufe.
In tho solemn ritual of the Greek

Church and in tho elaborate state pro¬
cession, which preceded and followed the
coronation, the tragedy of Servla's pre¬
vious ruler found no echo. Amid tW
thunder of the .saluting guns from the
royal palace, and the garrison. King Alex¬
ander's murder was at least outwardly
forgotten.

Brilliant Procession.
Here and In every garrison town of

Servia, tho dawn of day was marked by
a salute of twenty-one guns, and before
tho sun. was well up King Peter, on horse¬
back, rode from the palace. The bril¬
liant procession then started for. the ca¬
thedral through the troop-lined streets.
Behind the soldiers were packed dense
crowds, who. In spite of the rainy weath¬
er, stood patiently awaiting to see the
King. Beside King Peter, rode his two
sons. George and Alexander. Tho cathe¬
dral was reached shortly after 8 o'clock.
There, tho representatives of the foreign
powers, the cabinet ministers and others
had already been awal.tlng for some
time. As King Peter entered the metro¬
politan consecrated him and more artll-

Japanese must try for the possession of
Mukden, as otherwise It will be difficult
for them to provide the army with winter
(tuarters. Llao Yang does not afford suf¬
ficient accommodation, although many
houses there escaped destruction in the
recent battle. Movable huts are quite
unsuitable for the housing of Japanese,
owing to the severity of the climate. The
average winter temperature there ¡s 40

In this contingency. General Kuropatkln,

Outpost Fight.

patkln, telegraphing under yesterday's

A Japaneso force, consisting of four com¬

RUNS BLOCKADE.
Woman Makes Perilous Trip

and Comes Through
Safely,

(By Associated Press,)
CHE FOO, September 31-7:30 P. M.¬

Mrs, Anna Kravtsohenko, tho English
wife of a Russian army officer, who
arrived here, tho night of September 17th
with Lieutenant Prince Radzlvll from
Port Arthur, Is the first woman tó run
the blockade from the Russian stronghold
since the Japaneso increased their vigi¬
lance to prevent egress from the port.
Her trip was rendered extremely perilous
because .she came out with the Prince
and his companion, Lieutenant Christo«
foroff, who carried messages from Lieu-
tenant-Qeneral Stoessel, tho commander
nt Port Arthur, to General Kuropatkln
Both these officers were disguised, and
had they been cnn'ured hy thé .lina«-«--
they certainly wouioi |»*vY'i bse« fjUÇUtçd.«

lery salutes were fired. The King took
up his positon under a canopy and the
metropolitan, assisted by' many bishops
and other clergy, commenced the solemn
service, the choir singing, "Thank Theo,
Our Lord." After the prayer, the premier
and other ministers handed the crown
regalia to King Peter. He kissed the
crown. placed It on his head and robed
himself In the royal garments. An ar¬
tillery salute <>r 101 guns then announced
to tho people of Belgrade that King Pe¬
ter had been crowned.

Rode to Palace.
It was nearly three hours before the

service was concluded and the ritual iit
the church complied with. King Peter
afterwards signed the coronation docu¬
ment, which was witnessed by the metro¬
politan, the premier, the cabinet ministers
and tlie other heads of state. Wearing
the crown on his. head and fully robed,
the King left the Cathedral, remounted
his horse and rode through the crowded
streets to the palace. There, In the
grand festal hall. King Peter received
thé congratulations of the diplomatie
corps and others, ascended the royal
throne and once more took the sceptre
and orb In his hands. The ceremony of
rendering homage was then performed.
King Peter offered the American min¬

ister, Mr. Jackson, the Karageorge star,
which he presented to all the other min¬
isters as a souvenir of the coronation.
As Mr. Jackson was unable to accept
the star, His Majesty will present him
with his photograph and autograph.

Mrs. Kravtschenko was so worn out
and exhausted by her adventure that she-
was unable to see the correspondent ol
the Associated Press until to-day. In an

Interview she spoke to him as follows:
"We left Port Arthur at 8 o'clock on

the night of September 15th. There was a

good wind and the moon was bright. We
were successful In avoiding the dang«
of the first blockading line. We cam«
up to tho second line when the moon was
under a cloud. Searchlights were flash¬
ing on all sides, but our Junk was n.ot
discovered.
"We suddenly discovered ourselves close

to another junk with a Japanese crew
on board. Thoy presumably were pirates,
but we outsailed them and drew away.
"At ti o'clock the next morning we saw

a steamer coming in our 'direction. She
had the appearance of a cruiser, and 1
was terribly frightened. When we saw

the cruiser Prince Radzlvll, and Lieuten¬
ant Christoforoff went below, I stretch¬
ed myself out on deck and covered m>-
s'elf with dirty blankets. Chinese were
lying at my feet and at my sides, and
for nearly an hour, although nearly
smothered, I kept my position. 1 never
uttered a more thankful prayer than
when I was informed that the steamer we
had seen was a Red Cross vessel and
that her captain had no intention of
overhauling us.
"There are no contagious diseases at

Port Arthur, but many deatns are re¬
sulting from tbe bite of a large red¬
headed fly, which feeds on tho decom¬
posing- corpses scattered over the bat¬
tlefields.» A uoctor Wh«? was bitten on
tho thumb by one of these flies, instant¬
ly severed that member. He then had
his arm amputated, but not before the
poison had reached his . heart. The re¬
sult of the bite was fatal.
"The old town of Port Arthur Is al¬

most entirely wreck'd. The streets are
filled with holes made by exploding
shells. The loss of life in Port Arthur
from the bombardments haB been re«
markably small. Once, I counted fifty-
seveii Japanese shells fired at a Russian
battery, not one of which -reaohed its
mark.
"The Russian garrison Is cheerful. It

would be Impossible to Imagine a braver
or finer set of men. Thoy return from
their day's duty In the trenches with
songs on their lips. Although many
places In the ranks 'are vacant, all the
men have unlimited confidence In their
power to hold the fortress against the
enemy.

"I assure you," Mrs. Kravtschenko
said In conclusion, to the correspondent,
"that I believe Port Arthur will stand
against the Japanese. I don't think tho
stronghold will fall."

duty at the manoeuvres. The lieutenant
In question has left th«i city. The ser-

geant of this [company Is said to have
failed to report tor duty since his re¬
turn. He could not be found yesterday.
Captain A, W. Miller, of Company B,

the Walker Light Guard, made Inquiry
as to discharges for absence from busi¬
ness while on military duty, and re¬

ported that none of his men had suffered
that hardship.

Knew of None.
Captain George N. Sklpwlth, of Com¬

pany C, the Guard of the Common¬
wealth, stated last night that he knew
of none of his men who had lost their
positions.
In Company F it was reported that one

man had lost his position because of his
attendance at manoeuvres or his Intention
to attend. The reporter saw that man,
who was unwilling to be quoted by name.
He stated, however, that his employer
had been asked by letter from his cap¬
tain, and by werbal request of a lleu-
.tenant of his company to let him off for
the manoeuvres. He said that he him¬
self had not asked permission to get
off. He was notified at the 1st of Sep¬
tember that "business was slack," and
that It would be necessary to put some
one off for the present, and aB he was
the last-man to be employed the lot fell
on him. He was, promised, he said, that
when business Improved he would be re¬

instated.
In Company H, Corporal Pohllg, who

did not object to being quoted by name,
stated that prior to the departure of his
company. He-had a'sfted his employer to
let him oft. "The gent'#man refused to
let me off and I quit work before the
company went away."
A member of the Howitzers stated that
